transmitting print job infomiation to a printer; 

storing said print job information in a storag^evice separate from said printer; 

prompting a user to enter identification^formation at a computer separate from said 
printer; and 



comparing said identification inrormation with information stored in said storage 



device.

9. A system for managing a print job, comprising: 
means for transmitting print job infomiation to a printer; 
means for storing said print joMnformation; 

means for prompting a usepao enter identification information at a computer separate 
firom said printer; and 

means for comparingysaid identification information with information stored in said 
means for storing.

17. A compyter program product, comprising: 

a compute/ storage medium and a computer program code mechanism embedded in 
the computer storage medium for causing a computer to manage a print job, the computer 
program code mechanism comprising:
